Premier King’s Intention to Come as Far West at 
Least as Edmonton and Calgary Announced in 
Latter City by Hon. Charles Stewart, Minister of 
the Interior; Other General Election News. 


Winnipeg, S,pt. 14—In accordance with the recent order of 
the KoaWI of Railway Commissioner!, reduced tariffs on west¬ 
bound export grain will become effective to-morrow night, it 
was officially learned hare to-day. 

Application for suspension of the order was made last week 
by the Canadian Pacific Railway on the ground that the derision 
had been reached by a minority of the Hoard of Railway Com¬ 
missioners and that the order was not justified by the evidence 
taken at the inquiry in Vancouver. The application will be given 
a public hearing on September 29. 

The order affects prairie grain sent to the British Columbia 
coast for export. \

ploit such a depression under a 
Democratic tariff. Yet. as already 
mentioned, the fact remains that the 
textile industry is languishing and 
cutting wages behind its high wall 
of protection. 

It is obvious that the Federation's 
threat has considerable political im¬ 
portance. Our New York con¬ 
temporary and other influential 
journals in the neighboring republic 
are noting ominous signs of North¬ 
western discontent with a tariff 
which gives the farmer almost noth¬ 
ing and taxes him on everything he 
buys. If organized labor and agri¬ 
culture join hands against it the 
movement will be formidable. But 
whether it bears immediate fruit or 
not, every exposure of tariff shams 
is valuable. The textile troubles in 
the United States at least are a gi¬ 
gantic abject-lesson in the falsity of 
ultra-protectionist claims.
